thereof,  in  the  Centre  within  a  Circle,  Azure, 
whereon  is  inscribed  .  the  motto  "  AUSPICIUM 
MELIORIS  JSvi,"  in  letters  of  Gold,  a  Representation 
of  the  Archangel  Saint  Michael,  holding  in  his 
dexter  hand  a  Flaming  Sword,  and  trampling  upon 
Satan,  and  on  the  reverse  within  the  said  Circle 
and  Motto,  a  Representation  of  Saint  George 
on  Horseback  and  in  Armour,  with  a  Spear 
encountering  a  Dragon ;  between  the  arms  seven 
Carved  Gold  Monograms  "  M.G."  with  Gold 
Crowns  above  ;  the  whole  surmounted  by  a 
Chased  Gold  Tudor  Crown.

XVIII.  The  KNIGHTS  GRAND  CROSS  shall  upon 
all  great  and  solemn  occasions  appointed  by  the 
Sovereign  'wear  mantles  of  Saxon  Blue  Satin,  lined 
with  Scarlet  Silk  and  tied  with  a  Cordon  of  Blue 
and  Scarlet  Silk  and  Gold,  having  two  Tassels  of 
the  same  colours  attached.  On  the  left  side  of  the 
Mantles  there  shall  be  embroidered  a  Representation 
of  the  Star  of  a  Knight  Grand  Cross  of  the  said 
MOST  DISTINGUISHED  ORDER,  which  shall  be  composed 
of  Seven  Rays  of  Silver,  between  each  of  which  shall 
issue  a  small  ray  of  Gold,  over  all,  the  Cross  of

And  for  the  Greater  Honour  and  Dignity  of  the 
Knights  Grand  Cross,  it  is  hereby  declared  that,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  upon  all  occasions 
to  bear  and  use  Supporters  to  their  Arms  ;  and  We 
do  by  these  Presents  Direct  and  Command  Our 
Garter  Principal  King  of  Arms  for  the  time  being 
to  grant  Supporters  to  all  Knights  Grand  Cross  of 
the  said  MOST  DISTINGUISHED  ORDER.  The  said 
Knights  Grand  Cross  shall  also  surround  their 
Armorial  Ensigns.  Armorial  Ensigns  with  the  Collar,  Circle,  and  Motto 
hereinbefore  described,  and  suspend  thereto  a  Repre- 
sentation of  their  Badge.

XIX.  The  KNIGHTS  COMMANDERS  shall  wear 
around  their  necks  a  Riband  of  the  same  colours 
as  the  Riband  of  the  Knights  Grand  Cross,  of  the 
breadth  of  Two  Inches  and  pendent  therefrom  the 
Riband  and  Badge.  Badge  of  the  Order,  which  shall  be  of  the  same 
form  and  appearance  as  the  Badge  appointed  for 
the  Knights  Grand  Cross,  but  one  si/e  smaller. 
They  shall  also  wear  on  the  left  side  of  their 
Coats  or  outer  Garments,  a  Star  composed  of  four 


Kays,  thereon  a  small  Cross  of  eight  points  in 
Saltire,  Ardent,  surmounted  by  the  Cross  of  Saint 
George,  Gules,  and  in  the  centre,  Argent,  within  a 
Circle,  Azure,  whereon  is  inscribed  in  letters  of
